♦Syria: The unstable Syrian Government has 
been forced to resort to severe measures to suppress 
three days of pro-Nasir rioting. Pro-Nasir demon- 
strators, egged on by Cairo, took over Baathist dem- 
onstrations planned by the regime and were dispersed 
by troops and police with fire hoses, clubs, and gun- 
fire. The appointment of the interior minister as 
deputy military governor in charge of all internal 
security and imposition of strict curfew indicates 
the government’s de termination to force a showdown 
with the Nasirites.

Yugoslavia - East Germany : Yugoslavia has re- 
jected a formal request by East Germany that diplo- 
matic representations be raised to the embassy level, 
according to a Yugoslav Foreign Ministry official. 

The Yugoslavs told the East Germans that the pres- 
ent state of relations did not justify higher diplomatic 
representation. Belgrade probably does not want to 
jeopardize the recent improvement in its relation s 
with West Germany. 
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
